ed English ghost stories, will ap- 
peal to those romanticists who, 
in these days of modernity, 
possess the courage to acknow- 
ledge that they are still in love 
with love. 

The beginning and the end are 
two graves: the dead beneath are 
as the poles apart, One of them 
sleeps in Dorchester Abbey 
Church, the other in a village 
churchyard in the grey-green 
breast of the South Downs.

‘ Shanghai, To-day.

POWERFUL RESISTANCE 


The capture of Kihsien means, 
in the view of the Japanese, that n 
breach is made in the outward line 
of the defence of.

NEW. CZECH 
_ STATUTE TO BE 
‘PUBLISHED 


Budapest, ae 

-The paper “Nemzet’’ publishes a 
report from its special correspon- 
dent in Czech-Slovakia asserting 
that publication of the Nationalities 
Statute, ‘now being drafted by the 
Czech Government, will take place 
on June 20 through a broadcast by 


the Premier, Dr. Hodza. 

The Czech Minister of Justice, 
M. Derer, declared to the corres- 
pondent that the nationalities pro- 
blem would not be settled on the 
basis of territorial autonomy, as‘ 
‘the Sudeten Germans demand, but 
by way of evolution through a most 
comprehensive extension of ‘ the 
principle of self-administration. 


NO SEPARATIONS 

Granting of territoria) auto- 
nomy, the ‘Minister declared, would 
result in separation of the German 
from the Czech, and Hungarian 
from the Slovak, regions, which 
could not be allowed by the Czech 
Government, since it would ulti- 
mately lead to partition of the Re- 
public. 

The new Statute, he said, would 
place the languages of other na- 
tionalities on the same footing as 
’ the Czech language, and would con- 
cede to the various nationalities the 
right to maintain minority schools 
without regard to their numerical 
strength in the various districts.
